First step 
toa beautiful room: 


the floor 
plan 


By William Baldwin 


| l fie bone structure of any room is its preliminary floor 
plan. lf the floor plan isn’t right, you may end up with 
a superficially pretty room, but one where comfort is only skin 
deep. If you skip the floor plan altogether, the result can be to- 
tal confusion. You'll buy too much of the wrong furniture, 
and you'll have to arrange it by grueling trial and error. 
The first thing I do when I am asked to work on a room 
my clients have not yet moved into is to measure the walls and 
ceiling height. check the exposures, and see about the ade- 
quacy of electrical sockets. Then I go back to the family's 
present home and survey the furniture they're planning to take 


along. Having in mind a few pieces of furniture as well as the 


characteristics of the room often suggests the beginnings of a 
comfortable arrangement. Of course when I am taken to an | 
empty room and told that everything will have to be bought 
new, I have only the room itself to plan from. But before I 
draw a plan I make sure of the way the room is to be lived in. 

To demonstrate the way a floor plan works, I have chosen 
three plans representing quite ordinary rooms, and arranged 


them with furniture for multipurpose living, which is the way 


most people like to live nowadays. Two of the plans are for 
typical city apartments. The third might be found in a country 
house. In drawing up a furniture arrangement plan, we are 
not in the least concerned with color. fabrics, kinds of curtains, 


doorknobs, or any other details. This is strictly business.

This is a typical New York one-bedroom apartment’s living- 
dining room: low ceiling, no fireplace, and only a single ex- 
posure.

front door. The bookcases, which reach to the ceiling, stand 
on top of low cupboards for music equipment, extra flower 
vases, and craft materials. The writing table backs up to a 
short sofa (table and sofa-back are the same height and 
length). The window will provide general, glareless daylight, 
but a lamp on the table will give good working light where it's 
most needed. I feel very strongly that a writing chair, whether 
it is contemporary or antique, should be sturdy, roomy, and 
very comfortable—preferably with arms. 

The conversation area as well as the writing table has a 
clear view of the television, which shares the cabinet beside 
the front door with table linens, silver, and liquor. The cabinet 
could be tall like an armoire or low enough for a painting to 
hang above it. The upholstered armchairs nearby are set on 
swivels so they may face the television or the sofa. All the 
upholstered furniture in the conversation area is set on the 
rug, which defines the area making it visually more snug. 

Tucked away in a corner of the room is the dining table, 
which can seat six people comfortably for meals, or four for 
a game of cards. It is entirely lighted by a pair of standing 
lamps—direct and indirect. The rug under the table helps 
muffle noise as well as isolate the area from the rest of the 
room. Beside the kitchen door, within easy reach of living and 
dining areas, stands a one-drawer table (with legs, please—a 
solid cabinet would be too ponderous) where the grog tray 
may be always at the ready.

This space is almost exactly like my own apartment, with a 
couple of improvements, so I have arranged the furniture 
very much the same. I believe there is only one, or at most 
two, furniture plans that are just right for a room. Third or 
fourth choices are invariably third- and fourth-rate. This room 
is for living, dining, and sleeping. The rest of the apartment 

consists only of a tiny kitchen, a bath. and one big closet. 
First, to take advantage of the cross-light from all the 
windows. I mirrored the wall around the corner from the 
kitchen door, then tucked the sofa bed and two narrow tables 
into the niche formed by the mirrored wall and the windows. 
It's a wonderful place to sleep, by the way: I can read there 
comfortably before retiring, and the sun wakes me in the morn- 
ing. Across from the sofa bed and backing up to the long 
writing table is the television, set in a low cabinet with doors 
so I can let TV into my life at my convenience. To make the 
sleeping area more sociable for waking hours, I put in four 
little upholstered armless chairs—light enough to pull around 
for conversation or TV-watching, and great for sprawling side-

THE HOSTESS 


BY MARY MOON HEMINGWAY 


Soup can make a meal or save a meal. I love to make it and 
I especially enjoy serving it in pretty tureens and soup bowls 
or cups. My rule is: When anything is in short supply, add 
soup: when there are lots of little leftovers, make soup. It is 


infinite in variety. 


A first-course soup should delight the eye as well as the 
tongue. For a holiday dinner, chestnut and apple soup is se- 
ductive—chestnut purée cooked with chicken stock, a bou- 
quet garni, and a mirepoix, then strained and served with 
crescents of butter-fried green apples and chopped parsley. 
You can make another festive soup by combining puréed 
acorn squash with chestnut purée and stock, running it 
through a sieve, and finishing off with just enough cream to 
thin it to the right consistency, then dusting with nutmeg. 
Or ring a change on this by substituting carrots for the squash, 


after grating and cooking them to the right softness. 


You can make a year-round party soup, surprisingly deli- 
cate, from shredded heads of lettuce simmered in equal parts 
of veal or chicken stock and milk. Blend until smooth. After 
returning the soup to the fire, add just enough more broth 
and milk to make a thin cream. Season with a lump or two of 
sugar and stir in a lump or two of butter just before serving. 
A heartier version is zuppa spinaci. Use frozen or fresh 
spinach wilted in onion butter. Combine with hot chicken 
stock and swirl at the last moment with two lightly beaten 


eggs to give it texture. Serve with grated Parmesan cheese. 


Main-course soups—chowders and gumbos, hearty meat 
or vegetable potages, seafood stews—the family is legion. As 
a New England purist, l'd “Heffer” make New England clam 
chowder from scratch, but I have to admit you can have a 
more than passable imitation by combining several kinds of 
canned clam chowder, frozen clam chowder, and potato 
soup (they have different virtues). Add several cans of 
minced clams and enough half-and-half to taste. Top off with 
cubes of fried salt pork. Melt squares of butter on the surface 
just before serving. Great for apres ski or Sunday night 
supper—and don't forget the common cracker or water bis- 
cuit as an accompaniment! 

Charleston seafood gumbo is a banquet in itself, judi- 
ciously combining oysters, shrimp, crabmeat, and fish with 
vegetables. Make a roux of 14 pound butter and 4 tablespoons 
flour, browning carefully. Add 2 quarts water, 2 pounds finely 
chopped okra, and 5 tomatoes. Cook slowly one hour. Then 
add 1 pint of oysters, 2 pounds cleaned shrimp, | pound crab- 
meat, and 2 pounds boned whitefish—haddock and the like. 
Simmer fifteen minutes and serve with a side dish of rice to 
be added according to personal preference. 

Chicken or turkey gumbo may be made in roughly the 
same way, cooking the vegetables, with the addition of corn, 
in chicken stock, returning cubed fowl to the soup, and adding 


filé powder to taste just before serving. Continued on page 29

dress, and “from nine” was all that was purple-mimeographed 
on it. Crazy friends, I thought. But it had that authentic ring 
of excitement: a BIG party!

were. What awaited us was really kind of a Cézanne still life 
—an edible one. On a long, simple, wooden table were heaped 
about twenty different kinds of bread . . .

“To be a good hostess,” says Mrs. David Evins, “you also have 
to be a good Boy Scout. Be Prepared! You have to be to enjoy 
your own party, and if you don’t, no one else will. Because 
nothing is so disconcerting as a wild-eyed hostess whose mind 
is obviously in the oven, I do everything possible ahead of 
time—anything to make things easier. All the little details are 
terribly important, and you can't be plagued with them at the 
last moment. Otherwise you'll get that look, and have a lot of 
nervous people sitting around wondering if they wouldn't be 
happier at Schrafft's. If I have a secret, that’s it. Being ready, 
relaxed, and capable of looking after my guests 

“First of all, I think a menu log is important so you don't 
give people something they've had three times in a row. I can 
check exactly what was served to whom on what date, and | 
stave off repetition as long as I can. You can't be a surprise 
forever, of course, nor do I try. When someone asks for some- 
thing they've had before, I’m delighted. It’s flattering. And | 
keep very careful check lists for each dinner or luncheon or 
whatever so that I don't discover at the eleventh hour that 
there's no nutmeg in the house. To me, that’s a catastrophe. 

“As for food. I like subtle flavors, all the imagination you 
can summon up, and not too much ornamentation. I can't bear 
tortured food. My pet anathema is a mishmash of something 
forced into an exotic shape and masked with a gelatinous 
mayonnaise chaud froid with the taste and texture of a cold 
hot-water bottle. No! Better a good hamburger. There are cer- 
tain garnishes that are beautiful. And aromatic. Wreaths of 
fresh rosemary, fresh mint. But very little else. Things should 
look like what they are, not like heaven knows what gotten up 
as birds of paradise. 

“I have a wonderful cook, but I’m quite capable of turn- 
ing out an entire dinner, and often do. Sometimes just for 
relaxation. Therapy. I put on my jeans and go to the kitchen 
and work at something that takes all day. My mother, who is 
a great natural cook, taught me all the basics, and l've been 
embroidering ever since. | rarely use a recipe as is, but ex- 
periment with it, try to give it a new twist. I throw tradition 
right out the window, a risky practice, but when it works, 
it's worth it. 

“Į love wine, and drink nothing else. And I like to experi- 
ment. | buy wine from a man who knows about good food, 
and when I feel like something new, I simply send him the 
menu and let him choose the wines. He never fails me, and it's 
a pleasant, foolproof way to get away from the old favorites. 
I even like wine before dinner, but a lot of people don't, of

course, and I give them anything they like. If they want triple 
Irish whiskies, God bless them. What to give teetotalers al- 
ways worried me. When you have to sit through a cocktail 
hour it’s nice to have a glass in your hand, no matter what's in 
it, and since ginger ale gets to be pretty boring, I finally found 
some bottled fruit and vegetable juices at a health store that 
| frappé with crushed ice in the blender. I can't say they make 
you sing and dance, but they're delicious. 

*Of late, however, l've developed a great lack of en- 
thusiasm for hors d'oeuvres. When I’ve fussed over what I 
hope will be a perfect dinner, I want people to be hungry. 
Canapés do not whet the appetite and, autocratically, | sup- 
pose, I’ve stopped serving them. Only when someone is coming 
who would drop dead without something to munch on do I 
give in and bring out little phyllo pastry turnovers stuffed with 
minced spinach and feta cheese. Very nice, not too rich. I’ve 
been known to sneak one myself. 

“My dining room is pretty, but hardly a banquet hall, so 
I’m limited to small dinners, which I love. Four, six, some- 
times eight. I believe in the art of conversation and it is not 
an en masse pastime. When I have to have a big party, service 
is buffet and guests sit at little tables wherever they like. But 
never more than thirty people. With any more, someone is 
bound to be neglected, and that I won't have. I hate feeling 
like a lost soul in someone else's house, and I don't want any 
in mine. [For four of Mrs. Evins's parties, see page 82.] 

“I do try to have compatible people. A nice mixed bag— 
business friends of my husband, theatre people, people in the 
arts. I used to think you couldn't mix lawyers with exotics, but 
it isn't true. Nothing enchants a big executive more than a 
pretty actress. And quite often, vice versa. 

“I arrange my own flowers, try to choose colors that will 
complement the look of the food, and never have anything so 
highly scented you think you're eating tuberoses instead of 


roast beef. And always, setting the table, I mix the old with 


the new. Continued on page 46 


Here's how to get a carpet without getting a di- 
vorce.

Chinese Export porcelain, for instance, with some wildly 
beautiful, almost Art Deco silver I have, made by Jean Pui- 
forcat, a great silversmith. My favorite soup bowls are abalone 
shells, and I love enormous napkins—2-footers. But never a 
tablecloth. What's prettier than polished wood? It won't stay 
beautiful for long. however, without some kind of protection, 
so I use round lace mats under the service plates. Quite in- 
visible. I collect Chinese porcelain frogs, and sometimes I 
scatter a few of them here and there. and maybe a few flowers. 
And I like stocky, off-white beeswax candles in squat little 
holders. No soaring candelabras. Too liturgical, and they spoil 
the line of vision. 

"Occasionally, just for the love of it, I do a charity ball 
or dinner or luncheon, and I’m afraid banquet managers hate 
to see me coming. I make them do a trial run of the entire 
menu, and they keep right on doing it until it's perfect. I try 
to make the menus personal, noninstitutional, and it's like 


pulling teeth to get a hotel kitchen out of its nice old rut. But - 


it can be done. although I once asked for fettucini and was told 
it was out of season. 

I like buffet service. It’s 
quicker, and it gives the women a chance to show off their

clothes. When you have planned a dress for weeks, it should 
be admired. If it’s admirable, of course. I always ask the 
waiter to tell his table his name so you don't have to wave 
madly to get his attention, and I think that wine and pots of 
coffee should be kept on the table so you can serve yourself 
instead of wondering if the waiter has gone home. 

“To get back to cooking. I do most of mine in the coun- 
try, simply because I may have someone to help me and I may 
nol. If no one shows, don't go into a decline. Just get cracking. 
Since I may have a dozen people coming for lunch or dinner 
Saturday or Sunday, I start in the middle of the week, doing 
things that can be put in the freezer. Chocolate ice cream for 
instance, that I let get soft. then mix with fresh red raspberries 
and pack into a melon mold.

D. spectabilis, the well- 
known Bleeding Heart of spring, 
is the only one I know of that is 
satisfactorv on all counts. Plant 
in spring or fall. 


BICTAMNUS = (dick-tam‘nus) 
Gas Plant. A genus having only 
one species, native to Eurasia, 
which has a very long life. The 
handsome ash-like leaves have a 
delightful, tart fragrance. It is 
said that on hot, breezeless eve- 
nings, a gas forms on the leaves 
and can be ignited without dam- 
age to the plant. I once wrote I 
had never been successful doing 
this, knew of no one who had, 
and thought the tale a pleasant 
myth.

IRIS (eye'ris). This huge genus 
of about 200 species, native to 
the North Temperate Zone, con- 
sists of herbaceous plants with 
rhizome, tuberous, or bulbous 
root stocks. Many have been gar- 
den subjects from early times. 
Those most generally used are 
the bearded species of which 
there are many including various 


| subsections, but intensive inter- 


| deners to 


breeding has made classification 
far too complicated for home gar- 
follow—or to care 
about. The bearded forms used 
to be called German Iris, but this 
classification has been dropped by 
many horticultural organizations. 
Bearded, beardless, intermedia, 


| dwarf, Kampteri, etc., are more 


meaningful general classifica- 
tions. 
This is another genus, like 


Hemerocallis, with untold num- 


bers of varieties, largely because 
it is very easy to hybridize. 
“New” lots of times isn't new at 
all, and the prices charged for a 
so-called “new” hybrid are far 
above its economic worth, except 
perhaps, to other hybridizers. 


LEONTOPODIUM (lee-on-to- 
poe’dee-um). Members of this 
genus are natives of the high 
Alps and the South American 
Andes. They require a firm, well- 
drained, gritty or sandy soil in 
full sun. The location must be 
dry, particularly in summer. 
Most species are botanical oddi- 
ties. L. alpinum, the Edelweiss 
of the Alps, probably has been 
seen in its native heath by few 
people not mountain climbers— 
and we suspect not many of 
them, for it is elusive, and does 
not grow beside every trail. It is, 
however, a plant easily grown by 
the home gardener. Plant in 
spring only. 


LIATRIS (lie-at’ris) Gay- 
feather. Liatris, a North Amer- 
ican genus consisting of about 20 
species, thrives in light soils in 
sun or light shade. Plant it in 
groups. In our opinion Liatris has 
been neglected by gardeners. It 
is excellent for cutting, superb 
for drying, beautiful in the bor- 
der. Some call it weedy, which is 
a libel. Plant in spring or fall. 


LIMONIUM (ly-moc'nee-unı) 
Statice or Sea Lavender. A 
genus of many species that is 
broadlv distributed throughout 
the North Temperate Zone. A 
few of the species produce good 
garden flowers, pleasant cushion- 
like blossoms that can be used 
as cut flowers or dried for winter 
arrangements. L. latifolium is the 
best species for most gardeners. 
Culture requires only full sun in 
a welldrained or sandy soil. 
Plant in spring or fall. 


LINUM (lie^num) Flax. A very 
large group of species, many of 
them perennials. The fiber-yield- 
ing flax of commerce is a Linum 
annual A few perennials are 
good garden plants.

What is or is not an antique depends on the 
person you're talking to. 

If he's a U. S. Customs inspector and you're 
trying to bring in an old French chair duty-free, 
age is the sole criterion: The chair must be 
over 100 years old. (Until 1967, customs regula- 
tions said furniture had to have been “made 
before 1830" to be passed as antique.) 

If you are talking to a serious collector, 
he might insist that a true antique be entirely 
handmade—which in this country happened less 
and less after about 1840. 

A young bride, not too well up on her 
dates, might point to her 1901 Tiffany lamp- 
shade as an antique. 

A top New York dealer—who from long 
habit always slips in the word "fine" before 
antiques—makes it plain he is talking about 
160-year-old furniture valued at upward of 
$10,000. 

A flea market buff might hope to snow you 
with his latest acquisition: a tin tray blazoned 
with “Drink Moxie.” 

But most people who take their antiques 
seriously still think in terms of furniture de- 
signed and made in the seventeenth or eight- 
eenth centuries or in the early nineteenth before 
Victoria.

five years ago have gone up to $3500 or $4000; 
he claims. 

Examples from other dealers in other type 
of antiques: An eighteenth-century English 
leather-topped writing table that might have 
been $2700-$2850 five or six years ago is priced 
at $3850 today. A French country armoire made] 
around 1815-1820 that you might have ac- 
quired five years ago for $975 goes for about 
$3250 today. Fine American candlestands have 
gone from $200 to $400, and English butler's 
trays that used to be $150 are now as high as 
$450. 

The price spectaculars of the year, how- 
ever, were sales at auction. Last May 22 at 
Parke-Bernet in New York a late eighteenth- 
century carved mahogany highboy, made by 
John Goddard of Newport, went for $102,000— 
highest price ever paid at auction anywhere for a 
piece of American furniture, highest price for any 
piece of furniture sold in the U. S. (According 
to the gossip on New York's antique row, even 
the Metropolitan Museum had to withdraw from 
the bidding at the end.) Less than three weeks 
later, both records were broken at Samuel T. 
Freeman's in Philadelphia when another piece 
attributed to the same cabinetmaker—a shell- 
carved blockfront mahogany kneehole desk— 
went for $104,000. Not long after that, Christie's 
in London established a new world's record for 
all types of furniture. The final bid for a tulip- 
wood bureau plat, ornamented with Sèvres 
plaques and attributed to the French eight- 
eenth-century ébéniste Carlin, was $415,800. 
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The finest antiques are the ones that have 
1e up furthest and fastest. In the past year 
so, less distinguished examples have risen in 


ce more slowly, or stood still, or even in some 
ses declined a bit. Says Dr. Annella Brown: 
verybody seems to think that any piece of 
ench Furniture is worth a mint. That's not 
he. There seems to be little demand right now 
' what I call moyenne—average quality." 
What inspires people to buy antiques? 
Often a change of taste. Dr. Brown, who 
a surgeon, used to be partial to modem fur- 
ure but gradually her taste shifted to "very 
icy French." Several years ago, she says, 
fter coming home from a trip to Europe I 
ked around at my leather sling chairs, and 
cided I had to have some antiques. I bought 
air of eighteenth-century fauteuils, but didn't

In addition, some authorities offer second 
choices: 

David H. Stockwell would extend the top 
date for good buys until 1840: “But, of course, 
the later pieces must be chosen very carefully.” 

Deanne D. Hall, young co-owner of Hall- 
mark , Antiques in Atlanta, agrees with him, 
thinks furniture in the American Empire style 
is a good investment now “even if it is not en- 
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tirely handmade.” In general, Mrs. Hall advises 
young couples, especially, to look for fine origi- 
nal examples of later periods rather than late 
adaptations of earlier styles. “Who would want 
a hundred-year-old copy of a Rembrandt?” 
“America’s nineteenth century was Eu- 
rope's eighteenth century—a period of tremen- 
dous creativity,” suggests James Parker of the

The result of a recent, rewarding visit to the California wine valleys, 
this article reflects one of José Wilson's great interests—the food and 
B wine of the different regions of this country. Miss Wilson, a contribut- 
| ing editor to House & Garden, is the author of the new "American Cook- 
ing: The Eastern Heartland" in the Time-Life Foods of the World series. 


The gold in California today is liquid, and its name is wine: 
Stashed away between the undulating, leonine hills that shel- 

ter the state's great grape-growing valleys are two fortunes, 
one banked in bottles and barrels, the other invested in thou- 
sands of acres of vineyards, some mature and fruitful, others 
newly planted and stil! in the fledgling stage. 

While we have a long way to go before we can equal the 
French as wine drinkers, more and more wine is being drunk 
here every year, in 1970 something over 2 gallons a head for i 
every adult. Of this 75 percent, or three out of four bottles, 
was from California. Statistically speaking, wine is rather an 
elastic term, embracing table wines, dessert wines such as 
port, sherry, and muscatel, vermouth, sparkling wines rang- 
ing from blanc de blancs champagne to the current middle- 
America rage, Cold Duck, and the whole new slew of so-called 
“pop” wines, mostly sweet and fruit-flavored and catchingly 
| named— Ripple, Zapple, Key Largo, Bali Hai, Annie Green 
Springs. Table wines came out on top, and in that category 
there is probably more happening in California today than 
anywhere else in the world. 

Travel through the wine country, from the Napa and So- 
noma Valleys north of San Francisco, southeast to the Liver- 
more Valley and south to the Santa Clara-San Benito and 
Santa Cruz-Monterey districts, and you see endless evi- 
dence of expansion. Everywhere are new wineries, old win- 
eries under new ownership, new vineyards replacing fruit 
orchards and farmland. Old concrete fermenting vats are 
being edged out by space-age monsters of stainless steel, 
specially insulated for temperature control. In the fields, 
grapevines that once hung heavy to the ground are being 
trained on wire trellises, the better to yield to the fat rubber 
fingers of the mechanical harvester. 

Talk to the wine growers and wine makers and you get 
a different picture of an industry that has always seemed time- 
less, rooted in traditional practices. They discuss clonal selec- 
tion (the choosing of the best vines [Continued on page 130]

Knead for about 
10-15 minutes, until dough is 
smooth and no longer sticks to 
the board. Butter a bowl lightly 
and put in the dough. Turn it 
over once so that the top is but- 
tered lightly. Cover and let the 
dough rise in a warm place for 


114-2 hours, or until doubled in 


bulk. 

Mix the almond paste, egg 
whites, ground almonds and al- 
mond extract. Form into a rough 
square, put it between 2 sheets 


of wax paper, and roll it out 


to a 14-inch square. Set aside. 

Punch the dough down, 
turn it out onto a floured board, 
and knead for a few minutes, 
Cut off 15 of the dough and roll 
out remaining dough to a 14- 
inch square. Peel off the top 
sheet of wax paper from the al- 
mond mixture and flip the paste 
over onto the brioche dough. 
Peel off the paper and roll up the 
pastry; then bring the ends to- 
gether to form a ring. Put seam 
side down in a buttered 2-quart | 
brioche pan. Form the reserved 
dough into a teardrop shape and 
poke it into the center of the 
dough ring. Cover and let it rise 
for 2 hours. until it reaches over 
the top of the pan. Beat the 
cream with the remaining egg 
and brush the top of the dough. 
Sprinkle it with sliced almonds. 
Bake the brioche in the lower 
part of a 325^ oven for 50-55 
minutes, until it is golden brown. 
Let the brioche stand for 10 min- 
utes. turn it out of the pan, and 
cool slightly on a rack. Cut into 
wedges and serve warm with un- 
salted butter. Serves 6.

Behind the technical and 
technological terms are hard 
facts—every innovation and im- 
provement that can make for 
better wine is being explored and 
adopted. The two key factors in 
the California wine business to- 
dav seem to be enthusiasm 
and economics. The enthusiasm 
comes from the present genera- 
tion of winery owners to whom 
the pursuit of excellence is para- 
mount. They experiment, plow 
back profits, strive tirelessly to 
achieve the highest possible 
quality in their wines. Such selt- 
criticism is economically sound. 
'The better their wine, the more 
they can be assured not just of 
increased sales but of top prices 
for the best varietal wines, To 
meet the growing demand for 
these premium wines precious 
acreage that once grew lesser 
grapes used in. blended generic 
wines is now being replanted 
with grapes that make the wines 
in greatest demand and shortest 
supply. Cabernet 
Pinot Chardonnay, Pinot Noir, 
Johannisberg Riesling. The vines 


Sauvignon, 


are shy-bearing, which means 
they may produce no more than 
2 tous an acre compared tion oh 
tons for commoner grapes, so the 
price is correspondingly high— 
currently up to $550 a ton for 
Cabernet Sauvignon. Some small 
select wineries making a limited 
amount of high-quality vintage 
wines from these aristocratic 
varietals already are getting as 
much as $8 to $10 a bottle, which 
puts them right up there with 
estate-bottled Burgundies and 
cháteau-bottled Bordeaux. When 
you are in that league, you have 
to be good. Accordingly nev 
wineries in the field are concen- 
trating on the best varietal wines 
and some of the older wineries 
are. thinking of limiting their 
line of wines to the varietals at 
Which thev excel; and for which 
they are known. Louis Martini, 
one of the most respected names 
in the Napa Vallev; feels he 
would like to cut down his range 
of wines to three or four reds 
and three whites. Robert Mon- 
davi, who lett the family-owned 
Charles Krug winery to start his 


own, and the fifth generation of 
the Mirassou winery family at 
San José, are specializing in vin- 
taged varietal wines, with great 
success. Their wines are typical 
of the best that is coming out of 
California today. 


TO VINTAGE OR 
NOT TO VINTAGE 


A few years ago there was a Cali- 
fornia wine slogan, “Every year 
is a vintage year," that tvpified 
a kind of overkill. 
When you analy zed it, it meant 
little more than “Winston tastes 


semantic 


good like a cigarette should.” or 
“You have a friend at Chase 
Manhattan.” Presumably, it was 
meant to imply that the Cali- 
fornia climate was so perfect for 
growing grapes that the wines 
Were the same, or equally wood, 
from oue veur to the next, there- 
fore it was unnecessary to put a 
vintage date on the bottle. Anv- 
one who knows wine at all knows 
that just isn't valid. A nonvintage 
blended to near-consis- 
teney batch after batch. is one 


wine 


thing. The products of two har- 
vests are quite another. It is pre- 
cisely the shades of difference 
between the W Ine ot One Vear 
and that of another that makes 
wine drinking a continuing ex- 
perience of jov and discovery. 
You haven't heard much of this 
slogan latelv, and more and more 
premium wineries are vintaging 
some, if not all, of their wines, 
which is a pretty laudable de- 
velopment. 

There are other 
points in favor of vintaging Cali- 


certain 
fornia wines. First, a nonvin- 
taged wine can not only be 
blended from the wines of more 
than one harvest but also, by 
law, only 51 percent of the vari- 
etal grape named on the label 
need be used. When a wine is 
vintaged, all the wine must be 
of that year’s harvest, and many 
wineries now make their vin- 
taged wines (or, in the case of 
The Christian Brothers, nonvin- 
taged wines) from 100 percent 
varietals, although this is seldom 
mentioned on the label. A very 
few wineries, Beaulieu and 
Almadén being prime examples, 
have labels that tell vou if the 
wine is made entirely from the 
grape varietal. 

From the point of view of 
the wine drinker, vintaging is 
certainly an advantage. Not only 
can you judge the probable con- 
dition of the bottle you found 
in your local liquor store and 


whether you'd be better advised 
to drink it right away or hold it 
for a while, but it also helps you 
identify a wine you particularly 
liked, in case you want to buy 
more of it. While The Christian 
Brothers doesn’t vintage its 
wines, believing it can produce 
a better product by blendin 
old and young wines, it doe 
now put on the label a bottlin 
code of five numbers, the firs’ 
two for the month, the third 
the year, and the last two the 
day the wine was bottled. This 
is a useful form of identificatio i 
other wineries might copy. 

Inevitably, there are differ- 
ences of opinion about blending. 
Some wineries maintain that 100 
percent varietals are truest to the 
nature of the grape, while others 
believe that a judicious amount 
of blending can improve the 
quality of the wine. In the case 
of Cabernet Sauvignon and 
Pinot Noir, the two reds that 
really take time to develop and 
mature, a small percentage of 
another grape, such as a Merlot 
with a Cabernet Sauvignon, a 
Pinot St. George with a Pinot 
Noir, will soften and smooth out 
the wine and make it drinkable 
sooner, which these days, when 
wines are usually marketed far 
ahead of their prime, is a distinct 
advantage. After all, as the wine- 
makers point out, this has been 
the practice in Bordeaux for 
some time. As with any creative 
process, and, technology aside, 
wine making is of essence a crea- 
tive process depending on the 
judgment, skill, and knowledge 
of the winemaker, there is more 
than one way of arriving at a 
desirable result. 


WHAT YOU SHOULD 
KNOW ABOUT 
CALIFORNIA WINES 


Fortunately, it is much easier to 
find your way around California 
wines than those of France and 
Germany. Instead of having to 
remember the names of innum- 
erable estates, chateaux, villages, 
districts, and regions, you merely 
have to memorize a dozen or two 
grape names or varietals and 
their characteristics. These rep- 
resent the upper echelon of Cali- 
fornia, the premium wines, and 
it is undoubtedly these in which 
most people today are interested, 

Apart from the varietals, 
there are two other types of table 
wines, the generics and the pro- 
prietarv, both blends of different 
grapes. The generics, sold in

fifths, half-gallons, and gallons, 
are usuallv labeled Burgundy, 
Claret, Chianti, Chablis, Sau- 
terne, Rhine, Vin Rosé. They 
have nothing in common with 
their European namesakes or 
even with each other, for each 
producer blends them for a spe- 
cific taste, which is kept as uni- 
form as possible. Some are made 
by leading premium wineries 
like Almadén, Beringer, The 
Christian Brothers, Concannon, 
Cresta Blanca, Inglenook, 
Charles Krug (under the CK 
label), Paul Masson, Sebastiani; 
others by the giants of the inex- 
pensive wine business such as 
Gallo, Guild, and Italian-Swiss 
Colony, who produce millions of 
gallons a year. Yet others are 
private-label jug wines you may 
find at your local liquor store. 
These everyday differ 
widely. Considering their low cost 
(from $3 to $6 a gallon), some 
are extremely good values. The 
best wav to find 
white vou would like to stock 
for daily drinking is to taste a 
representative selection and ask 
vour friends about their favorites. 

A proprietary wine is one 
specially developed by a winery, 
with a flavor and name of its 
own, such as Beringers Baren- 
blut, Paul Masson’s Emerald 
Dry, Rubion, and Baroque. 

The varietals vary consid- 
erably in price (from less than 
$2 a fifth up) and in quality. 
The price depends on the grape 
variety (some are more expen- 
sive than others), the winery, 
the scale of production, and 
whether the wine is vintaged or 
nonvintaged. Among the more 
costly are the vintage wines se- 
lected for special treatment or 
aging that carry on the label such 
phrases as “Special Selection,” 
“Private Reserve,” “Limited 
Bottling.” 

The leading varietals are 
the same as those that flourish 
in France, Germany, and Italy, 
with the exception of Zinfandel 
and Green Hungarian, which 
are considered unique to Cali- 
fornia. 

In reds, Cabemet Sauvi- 
gnon and Pinot Noir correspond 
to the full-bodied wines of Bor- 
deaux and Burgundy, and need 
the most age. Gamay and Gamay 
Beaujolais are light fruity wines 
to drink young, like the French 
Beaujolais. Zinfandel also re- 
garded as a young, fruity wine 
can, in certain cases, age sur- 
prisingly well. Petite Sirah and 


wines 


red. and 
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Pinot St. George are two com- 
parative newcomers in the vari- 
etal field. Petite Sirah, first bot- 
tled varietally by Concannon a 
few years ago, has become ex- 
tremely’ popular. It is a deep- 
colored, full-bodied wine, like a 
Rhóne Valley red, that improves 
with age. Pinot St. George has 
just begun to be bottled vari- 
etally and makes a pleasantly 
robust wine. Barbera and Grig- 
nolino are Italian-style reds; 
Barbera is full-bodied, dark, and 
robust, Grignolino lighter in 
body and color. 

In rosés, Grenache Rosé is 
the best-known and most popu- 
lar, ranging from dry or medium- 
dry to sweet, according to the 
producer. Other rosés are made 
from Gamay, Zinfandel, and 
Grignolino grapes and, to a 
limited extent, from Cabernet 
Sauvignon, which makes a dry 
and superior rosé—Buena Vista's 
Rose Brook is a good example. 
Another unusual and successful 
innovation is Mirassou's Petite 
Rosé, from Petite Sirah grapes. 

In whites, Pinot Chardon- 
nay, the Burgundy grape, makes 
a truly superb wine in California, 
dry and full-bodied with a lovely 
fruity fragrance. Pinot Blanc, 
another Burgundy grape, is both 
bottled varietally as a dry, light, 
fruity wine and used for blend- 
ing. Chenin Blanc, sometimes 
bottled as Pineau de la Loire, 
corresponds to a Loire white, but 
in California, to please popular 
taste, it is more often medium- 
dry than dry. Sauvignon Blanc 
and Semillon, the grapes from 
which the Graves and Sauternes 
of Bordeaux are made, are bot- 
tled in both dry and sweet ver- 
sions and can differ considerably 
from one winery to another. 
Robert Mondavi's Fumé Blanc 
is one of the better dry Sauvignon 
Blancs. The two grapes are often 
blended together, sometimes for 
a dessert wine such as Wente's 
Cháteau Semillon. (Dessert 
wines are also made from Mus- 
cat grapes—Malvasia Bianca, 
Moscato di Canelli, and Muscat 
de Frontignan are all light, deli- 
cate sweet wines, delightful if 
well chilled.) White Riesling, 
more often called Johannisberg 
Riesling, is a German grape that 
reaches great heights in Califor- 
nia, fresh and crisp, with a flow- 
ery fragrance. Gewiirtztraminer 
or Traminer, like its Alsatian 
namesake, is a light, fresh, spicy 
wine to drink young. Sylvaner

Beat 8 egg 
yolks 8 to 10 minutes, until very 
thick and light, season with salt, 
a dash of Tabasco, and beat in 
6 tablespoons of the butter, a 
tablespoon at a time. Slowly beat 
in X cup California Riesling and 
1 tablespoon lemon juice, alter- 
nately with the remaining butter. 
Joseph J. O’Donohue IV, of 
San Francisco, comes up with a 
similar idea for a hot wine mayon- 
naise to serve on asparagus. Soak

Cooked spin- 
ch, whirled smooth in the 
lender with sour cream, Cali- 
ornia medium-dry sherry, a grat- 
g of nutmeg . . . California 
ream sherry injected into whole 
resh or canned figs with an eye- 
lropper, or California port into 
luge strawberries . . . Nectar of 
he Sea—chilled tomato juice, 
Jam juice, and California Rhine 
ivine served in a wine glass with 
| thick wedge of lemon on the 
lide... An Ash Blonde, as served 


in tiny carafes at La Casa Rosa in 
San Juan Bautista—basically 5 
parts California dry vermouth to 
1 part sweet, chilled until ice- 
cold. 

And in case you do have any 
California wine left over after 
dinner, pour bottle ends into a 
crock and keep a marinade going 
like a stock pot. Or, if you decide 
to use the rest of the bottle for 
cooking, seal the wine from the 
air by pouring a thin film of oil 
over the surface, an old Roman 
trick from the precork days, but 
just as good as it ever was.

Finally, students are urged 
to visit the dealers. "Not only 
their local dealers and New York 
City dealers," says James Parker, 
“but the London dealers, too. 
They're inclined to be particu- 
larly instructive." 

“Look and look and look 
and listen," says Mrs. D. W. Mac- 
donough of San Francisco. 
"Build up an awareness. Com- 
pare the originals with reproduc- 
tions." 

New York is an especially 
good place to study French fur- 
niture, Paul Manno points out. 
"You can so easily compare the 
eighteenth-century originals car- 
ried by the top dealers with the 
nineteenth-century reproduc- 
tions in the lower-priced shops." 

In Atlanta, a study group of 
thirty or forty genuinely inter- 
ested antiquers, mostly couples, 
mostly young, meet regularly in 
each others homes to listen to ex- 
perts invited from “up East." In 
addition to design details they al- 
so learn about construction, color, 
drawers, how to spot eighteenth- 
century nails, etc. But Deanne 
Hall, who is program chairman, 
always warns beginners, "Don't 
buy anything your first year.” 

Richard Norton of Chicago 
suggests that serious antique stu- 
dents join the Furniture History 
Society of the Victoria and Al- 
bert Museum, which publishes 
"An Occasional Newsletter” and 
a yearly journal. The main em- 
phasis is on English antiques but 
that is not a matter of policy -in 
the works is an issue devoted en- 
lirely to French. “If you can plan 
a trip to England to coincide 
with the Societv's annual three- 
day study conference," says Mr. 
Norton, "you get a chance to 
visit some of the big houses that 
are never open to the public." 
(For more information, write the 
Assistant Secretary, Furniture 
History Society, c/o Department 
of Furniture and Woodwork, 
Victoria and Albert Museum, 
London S.W.7.) 

How can a neophyte tell 
who is a reliable dealer? 

The length of time he's 
been in business is one clue. 
New dealers spring up every day, 
but it's hard to last very long in 
the antique trade without being 
both honest and knowledgeable. 
You can also get a pretty frank 
appraisal of one dealer by asking 
other dealers. Few of the best 


in the cities are in direct competi- 
tion with each other, and at an- 
tique shows, the country and 
small-town dealers from over a 
wide geographical area get to 
know all about each other. "He's 
honest enough," a dealer from 
upstate New York might say of 
one from eastern New England, 
"but he doesn't really know very 
much." The dealer who knows 
the most is the specialist in a 
single type of antiques rather 
than the dealer who carries a lit- 
tle bit of everything. 

A reliable dealer will give 
you a written guarantee cover- 
ing as specifically as possible the 
age of the piece, the place of 
origin, and the degree of origi- 
nality. “The description of the 
furniture should be written so 
carefully that the piece can be 
recognized from it years later," 
says Hanns Weinberg. 

As a double check on its 
American furniture, Mrs. Hall's 
firm sends slivers of secondary 
wood (taken from interiors or 
under seats or tabletops) to the 
specialist at Winterthur for 
analvsis and identification. 

Alistair Stair explains the 
significance of his firm's guaran- 
tee with the story of a fully up- 
holstered armchair he sold some 
years ago for $1000 as "com- 
pletely original except for the 
fabric." Three or four vears later 
the customer decided to have the 
chair reupholstered, and her up- 
holsterer, after pulling off all the 
stuffing, pointed out that one of 
the supporting rails at the bot- 
tom of the seat, normally invisi- 
ble, was made of new wood. 
When she reported this to Mr. 
Stair, his firm sent her a check 
for $300 to allow for the differ- 
ence between "completely origi- 
nal” and almost. 

Paul Manno urges everyone 
to try out an antique before buy- 
ing it, says a good dealer will al- 
ways let you take on approval a 
piece you're sincerely interested

Should you stick to one 
dealer or shop around? 

Opinions differ. “If you're 
absolutely sure of what you 
want, a dealer will probably find 
it more quickly than you can, 
since he sees so much more. 
Otherwise, you'd do better to 


shop around," advises Mrs. Ma 
donough. 

"Shopping around is mot 
fun, says Kenneth Hammi 
from his tree-shaded village i 
Connecticut. ^Your house shoul 
represent your own taste, 
some dealer s." 

Mr. Weinberg agrees: 
collection of antiques ought t 
reflect personal taste. You shoul 
take as much time as you need t 
find what you really want." 

David Stockwell recor 
mends going to one dealer an 
being absolutely frank with hi 
“Tell him your budget and you 
philosophy—whether you ar 
buying for investment or plea 
sure. How much space you have 
Whether you have children ang 


‘civilized’ room in the house, 
are trying to furnish a whole 
house.” Young couples especial 
ly, Mr. Stockwell thinks, should 
set a goal for themselves and 
stick to it-^no desultory pick 
ing. 

Where is the best place to 
buy antiques? 

Europe? New York? Other 
regions of the U. S.? Big cities or 
country towns? 

“IF vou are very knowledge- 
able,” says Philip Colleck, * 'you 
can get lucky anywhere. But 
don't forget that an antique is 
most highly valued in the coun- 
try where it was made." 

Hanns Weinberg: "There is 
no special place. New York, Lon- 
don, Rome, Munich—any big city 
might have what you're looking 
for. The only antiques to buy in 
smaller cities and country towns 
are those originally produced | 
within the country where you. 
are—American here, English in 
England, etc." 

Otto Zenke: "Europe is 
okay for buying antiques if you 
know what you're doing. But the 
cost of shipping, insurance, and 
documents can easily wipe out - 
the difference in price. Today an 
American dealer can have a 
whole transatlantic shipment - 
packed in one 40-foot container— 
a great economy, but obviously 
no help to the individual who is 
bringing over two chairs and an 
armoire. 

Even the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum finds it simplest—every- 
thing else being equal—to buy 
through New York dealers. “We 
don't even have to bother with 
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mport permits,” says James 
Parker. 

As to localities outside New 
Fork, the Southern dealers do not 
eport any untapped bonanzas. 
ut Kenneth Hammitt feels Con- 
ecticut and Massachusetts are 
till worth the trip—“especially 
he more affluent places like our 
ittle town of Woodbury where 
here has been wealth since 1658 
vhen the town was founded. In 
juch localities things still tum up 
jhat have never been for sale be- 
ore. But the quality tends to 
E off the farther north you go 
n New England, because that 
hrea was never quite as prosper- 


There are some advantages 
n buying native antiques from a 
jmall town or country dealer. 
"Naturally we don't have to pay 
OM York rents," says one. "So 
Dn fine pieces we take care of the 
shipping.” With other dealers, 
shipping is often a matter for 
hegotiation—or strictly your own 
problem. 
How about auctions? 
Most experts feel that buy- 
ing antiques at auction can be 
risky business, especially for nov- 
ices. Too often they overlook the 
statement in the auctioneer’s 
“condition of sale” that he does 
not guarantee the authenticity of 
any piece as described in the cat- 
alogue or from the floor. Despite 
this disclaimer, Parke-Bernet will 
rescind a sale if the buyer re- 
E turns the item within twenty-one 
f days and proves "beyond reason- 
able doubt" that it is counterfeit. 

“You never know what's 
going to happen at an auction," 
says Hanns Weinberg. "Some- 
times it doesn't make sense." He 
warns amateurs not to be misled 
by auction prices. “They fluctu- 
ate so much that they rarely rep- 
resent the normal price an in- 
dividual piece would bring." 

Mary Vandegrift gives a set 
of guidelines for auction goers: 
1. During the presale exhibition 
period, carefully examine any- 
thing you are interested in. 2. 
Decide how much it is worth to 
you, then check the estimated 
price. (The latter may turn out 
to be way off, but usually it will 
give you a point of reference.) 
3. During the auction, keep your 
mind. on your business because 
everything happens like a flash. 
4. Be sure you are bidding for 
the right lot-the one you in- 


E 
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tended to bid for. 5. Don't get 
rattled—and don't get carried 
away. 

Are browsers really wel- 
come in antique shops? 

"Certainly," say most deal- 
ers. “As long as they're really 
serious, we're happy to teach 
them all we can.” 

"But you will always find 
out more by asking straightfor- 
ward questions," says Philip Col- 
leck, "than you will by criticizing 
a dealers stock. The most wel- 
come visitors are the ones who 
are not full of preconceived ideas 
(‘I think claw-and-ball feet are 
hideous’), and do not try to cam- 
ouflage their lack of knowledge 
(‘I wouldn't buy anything that's 
veneered’), but who show they 
really enjoy the beauty of what 
they're looking at. Aftei all, gen- 
uine admiration for a dealer's 
collection is a compliment to his 
good taste.”
